Why “Coo** Man Thrives. 
Coupled, in a way, with his faith In 
the unknown is the tendency on the 
part of so many people to place con­ 
fidence in a stranger in preference to 
one who la known and has been tried 
and proven. It is this tendency which 
makes possible the operations of the 
“con” man, the get-rich-qMick artist, 
the unscrupulous promoter and the 
salesman of worthless mining stocks. 
The man who would not think of 
trusting 
Bill 
Jones, 
his 
next-door 
neighbor and fellow church member, 
will confidingly turn over his life’s 
savings to a stranger who unfolds a 
tale of riches to be w«A. 
Bill Jones 
might talk his head off In behalf of a 
legitimate proposition without getting 
a dollar where the slick stranger with 
ihe worthless proposition can get thou­ 
sands. 
It Is these two tendencies which, ap­ 
parently, 
are 
so 
widely 
prevalent 
among all classes of people that have 
made possible the success of the great 
mail order houses In the big cities. 
A knowledge of psychology is as Im­ 
portant to .the mall order man as a 
knowledge of business practices. He 
plays upon these tendencies of man 
to take a chance, to trust In the un­ 
known rather than the known, to place 
confidency In the stranger rather than 
(he friend.

Senator Penrose, republican “boss 
has announced that “it is not likely” there will be any re-< 
vision of the tariff or lowering of the present tax schedules? 
until after the next presidential election, or, in other words 
until a new congress convenes in March. 1921. 
This surprisingly frank statement from the recognized rt- 
publican leader can only be accepted as a confession of th^ 
inability of the republican majority in both houses of congress 
to deal with the intricate economic problems growing out of 
the war. 
The confession is in striking contrast with the 
promises of the republicans just prior to the last congressional 
election that if restored to power in the legislative halls in 
Washington I.ay would prove their fitness as reconstruc­ 
tionists. 
Senator Penrose offer 
chaos as an excuse for his announced “do nothing” p o licy . 
In his statement he refers only to the tariff and revenue ques­ 
tions. 
He might just as well have admitted the whole truth— 
known to all men in touch with the situation on Capitol Hill 
—that the controlling majority in congress has no solution for 
any of the economic difficulties now confronting the country. 
President Wilson proposed a program of reconstruction for 
the republicans at the opening of the present special session, 
which session the republicans clamored for so they “might gel 
to work.” 
The president, whose vision had foreseen the un­ 
it st that would be engendered if relief measures were not 
forthcoming, pointed out specifically what should be done. 
Not so foolish as to suggest that the entire tariff structure 
be made over, as Senator Penrose virtually proposed in May, 
the president confined hi> impost recommendations to essen­ 
tials. such as the dyestuffs and chemical industries built up 
during the war. 
He urged a weapon of retaliation in our 
tariff laws, “in case other governments should enact legisla­ 
tion unequal in its bearing on our products as compared with 
the products of other countries.” 
He asked that early con­ 
sideration De given to tax revision, pointing out that many 
of the minor taxes made necessary by the pressing necessities 
of war time, particularly the excises upon various manufac­ 
turers and the taxes upon retail sales, could now be replaced. 
The latter include the so-called luxury taxes upon wearing 
apparel, etc. 
Although experience has shown that in the 
main these taxes on retail sales have proved more annoying 
than profitable, me republicans have done nothing to eliminate 
them, notwithstanding that the democrats were only prevented 
from erasing these botnersome taxes from the statute books 
by a republican senate filibuster in the closing days of tile 
last congress.

who had captured two white women, 
wives of settlers along the Republi­ 
can River in the northwest part of 
the state. There were about 1,300 
m en-in the 19th and they had b een ’ 
put on the Indians’ trail by order' 
of Governor Crawford. 
It was a 
forced march, and the men suffer-1 
ed many hardships, but they finally1 
were successful in overtaking thei 
Indians and recovered the two w o-' 
men captives.
